Advertising revenues from 
last year’s (1973-74) Added 
Dimensions, the _ faculty 
course evaluations guidebook, 
were deposited in an “off- 
campus bank account by 
David Shell, director of the 
Faculty Evaluations Program 
(FEP). 

Stan Pretzer, CSUS 
business manager, ordered 
closure of the bank account on 
Nov. i, 1974, immediately 
after he was made aware that 
such an account existed. 

Pretzer, in a letter sent to 
President James Bond on 
Nov. 27, recommended an 
immediate audit made of the 
account by an outside audit 
firm. He further 
recommended that Shelli 
‘reimburse the university 
immediately, should the audit 
fail to aecount for all of the 
advertising revenues 
generated,” and that Shell ‘‘be 
required to pay the cost of said 
audit.” 

Off-campus bank accounts 
of this type are, according to 
Pretzer, in direct violation of 
Trustees regulations concer-

Secrecy lid on records lifted

records will be made 
available to students, ac- 
cording to Norm Better, dean 
of students. 

on a new law 


Commenting 
which will release teacher’s 
comments, counseling 

tions and ad- 
ministrative placement 
decisions to students for the 
first time, Better said, ‘““We 
will make that information 
available.” 

The law went into effect on 
November 19. Administrators 
at all school levels across the 
nation have until early 
January to make the in- 
formation available. 

However, Better also said 
that it will take at least two 
weeks before guidelines can 
be written for the release of 
the material. He said that the 
guidelines will probably be 
written * ‘by the end of next 
w 

Better said that most of the 
informatiwn has always been 
available to students. But he 
added that some material, 
such as health records and 
parental financial statements, 
may not be given to students, 
even with the new law. 

The new law, Section 438 of 
the National Education Act, 
specifically says that health 


records and financial in- 
formation will also be subject 
to student scrutiny, since 
these are areas which could 
decide a student’s eligibility to 


a school. 

Much of the information is 
not immediately available 
even to certain ad- 
ministrators. Better said that

CSUS President James 
Bond said the Hernet was un- 
fair to his administration dur- 
ing last Friday’s bi-weekly 
campus media ress 
conference. He also indicated 
that he would probably not be 

ired to reimburse the 

S Foundation for his mov- 
ing expenses as recommended 
my the CaliforniaDepartment 
of Finance audit report. 

“I think the Hornet has 
tended to focus on issues that 
tended to divide the campus 
rather than bring it together,” 
he said when questioned if he 
thought the Hornet was unfair. 

Raising certain “issues by 
their very nature, regardless 
of what our response is, 
always leads to some kind of 
cloud hanging around. The 
fact that someone would ask 
such a question — to create 
suspicions,’ he said 

Bond aiso complained that 
the Hornet raised ‘old issues 
that had been settled before.”’ 

The audit report from the 
Department of Finance 
doesn't necessarily have the 


last word as to the legality of 
CSUS Foundation expen- 
ditures, according to . At- 
tornies from the chancellor’s 
office indicated ‘their opinion 
at this point is that everything 
we've done is according to 
regulations,”’ he said.

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Leaky faucet 
little, but big

There's a faucet 
women’s restroom upstairs in 
the Art Building that’s been 
dripping hot water since first 
Started school here - last 
January. It’s been bothering 
me for a long time, dripping 
water always does, especially 
hot water. It dates back to one 
summer when I was working 
on an Indian reservation in 
Pauma Valley. White men 
dammed the river that ran 
through the Indians’ land, and 
sold the water at high rates. 

Only a few of the 
“‘wealthier’’ Indians could af- 
ford piped water, and the 
poorer ones had to haul 25 
gallon cans to their neighbors 
to get their weekly supply of 
water. It really made an im- 
pression on me—how precious 
water is. 

Anyway, I thought it would 
make a terrific muckraking 
story in this dawning era of 
ecological consciousness. I 
took a picture of the faucet. 
The one next to it drips also, 
but not as badly and it only 
drips cold water. I borrowed a 
graduated cylinder from the 
photo lab next door, and 
measured. It drips one pint 


every six Minutes:  as- 
tronimicai I thought. 
One quart every 12 


minutes, 30 gallons a day, 
10,950 gallons a year, from one 
dripping faucet. A perusal of 
women’s restrooms 
throughout ‘he campus 
revealed numerous other drip- 
ping faucets. 

I telephoned P.G.&E. to 
find out how much it costs to 
heat 10,950 gailons of water 
and spoke with an engineer 
who calculated therms and 
BTU’s and added 30 percent 
for the inefficiency of the 
water heater. It works out to

about $9 a year. Provably 
cheaper to let the faucet drip 
than to send someone out to fix 
it. 

Next I called the city Water 
and Sewer Department and 
spoke with a Senior Field 
Representative. He said that 
CSUS water consumption is 
metered, and we are charged 
for every cubic foot of water 
used. We (CSUS) pay a basic 
charge of $77 per month for a 
374,000 gallon minimum, and 
18 cents per 750 gallons over 
that, decreasing to 13 cents 
and then to 9 cents as con- 
sumption increases. ‘The 
more they use, the cheaper it 
gets.’’ he explained. The CSUS 


water bill for January ‘74 was, 


$987.23; for June ‘74 (when 
they water the lawns) it was 
$1,032.41. 

The sewer bill is based on 
the amount of water used, and 
is always higher than the 
water bill. CSUS’ sewer bill 
was $1,364.61 for January ‘74 
and $1,429.87 for June. The 
faucet dripping 10,950 gallons 
a year costs about $1.26 for 
water at the 9 cent rate, and a 
little more than that for sewer. 

Then I called Plant 
Operations at CSUS and asked 
about their policy on fixing 
dripping faucets. The woman 
who answered said they fix 
reported, but 
added ‘‘If one is dripping and 
not reported, we have no one 
that goes around checking for 
it."’ I wondered how it can be, 
that in a restroom that is 
cleaned and_ stocked 
regularly, a faucet can drip 
hot water for a year and go 
unreported: 10,950 gallons of

Most students are ignorant 
of the results of class 
evaluations although the 
student-run program is three 
years old. 

Few students have ever 
seen or heard of Added Dimen- 
sions, the faculty evaluations 
course guidebook. This is 
primarily due to the fact that 
the publication has printed 
only two editions in the past 
three years and circulation is, 
at best, minimal. 

2,500 copies of Added 
Dimensions were printed in 
the first edition in 1972 and 
3,100 copies were printed in 
1973. The 600 copy increase 
was a 10 percent cost-overrun 
which Majestic Press, the 
company which prints Added 
Dimensions, did at their own 
option 

Besides apparent problems 
with the lack of circulation, 
the publication seems to have 
fallen short, rather than lived 
up to promises of distinct 
changes in format 

Added Dimensions has pur- 
ported to be a viable alter- 
native to the college catalog 


with its dry, cumbersome and 
unreadable course des- 
criptions. But those very same 
course descriptions which 
were criticized by David Shell, 
director of the Faculty 
Evaluations Program, are 
appearing in the publication 
virtually unchanged. 


The only information used 
from instructors now is course 
requirements, i.e. number of 
tests, papers, books, ap- 
proximate cost of books, etc.: 
that and the statistical 
evaluation results based on a 
0.00 to 4.00 scale 

Compilation of the raw 
Statistical data is done by the 
Computer Center. The com- 
puter readouts are then 
photographed and printed by 
Majestic Press

According to a leaflet sent 
to each inStructor requesting 
to evaluate their class, each 
instructor would be given ade- 
quate space to reply about 
what type of class they had 
and give reasons why /whiy not 
Students evaluated them the 
way they did.

from admissions and the 
registrars’ office to know what 
kind of effect anything 
similiar to them has 

To add to the aforemen- 
tioned problems, the lack of 
timeliness in the publication 
seems to be a growing 
problem. Originally 
agreements were made to 
publish at least once a 
semester. So far there have 
been only two publications in 
the past three years. 

In the most recent 
published edition, (Dec. 1973) 
information dating back tothe 
Fall 1972 semester was in- 
cluded. This is hardly what 
one could consider up-to-date 
information to base class-tak- 
ing decisions on. Even if an 
instructor doesn’t change the 
course he is teaching, the 
differences in students would 
clearly require reasonably 
recent evaluation results

center is located in Marshall, 
California. On my way up the 
Northern California coast I 
was able to tour the facilities 
and learn about its treatment 
techniques. Synanon’ was 
founded in 1958 by Charles E. 
Dederich. Since its es- 
tablishment, it has treated 
drug addicts, alcoholics and a 
variety of people who need a 
new chance to cope with our 
world. 

This center is occupied by 
625 people. Besides the ma- 
jority of people who find 
Synanon a haven for 
treatment, many ‘‘squares”’ 
find their way there. These 
squares fine a happier way of 
life than on the outside world. 

Synanon is a_ non-profit 
organization which is almost 
self-sufficient. 


The 60 acres of the center con- 
tain everything from a sewing

center to orchards. Synanon at 
Marshall is one of the five 
treatment centers in Califor- 
nia. 

The emphasis at Synanon is 
on work. Members are ex- 
pected to work a specified 
amount of hours monthly and 
are returned up to $60 for their 
work. Considering most needs 
are supplied free, this amount 
is livable. Synanon is not a 
prison, when members have 
free time accumulated they 
are free to go wherever they 
please. 

With the wide range of 
people who live at Synanon, 
differences are many. When 
two people become overly hos- 
tile towards each other, a 
“game” is called. The two 
stop what they are doing and 
begin shouting out their 
inhibitions at each other. This 
relieves both and work can 
then be continued peacefully. 
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The Associated Student 
Senate Parking and Transpor- 
tation Committee yesterday 
voted not to puruse the 
aquisition of a bus shuttle 
system for the campus. 

“Only fourteen people 
showed up (for Monday's com- 
mittee meeting)’ committee 
Chair Jim Hollenback said, 
“including eight committee 


members.” He said that 
because of this lack of

“Charlotte Three’’ are 
scheduled to return to the 
courtroom today in an attempt 
to win their release from 
prison 

The ‘Charlotte Three’’ are 
three Black civil rights ac- 
tivists—Jim Grant, Charles 
Parker and T.J. Reddy—who 
were convicted two years ago 
of setting a stable afire. 

However, the Charloite 
Observer, the major daily 
newspaper in Charlotte, 
reported last summer that the 
two prosecution witnesses 
whose testimony convicted 
the three men had been 
secretly paid off by the U.S. 
Department of Justice. 

The Observer reported that 
the two witnesses were each 
provided with $4000 in cash, 
were given an_ additional 


$10,000 in expense money, and 
then were flown to Mexico at 
government expense at the 
conclusion of the trials.

Can consumers in Michigan 
change the position of Sen. 
Robert Griffin (R-Mich.) 
against the consumer protec- 
tion bill (S. 707) in time to

There is a great need for a 
consumer advocacy agency to 
challenge the lethargy or pro- 
industry positions of the old 
line regulatory agencies 
whose decisions affect the 
prices, quality and safety of so 
many consumer products and 
services.

“Reach out and touch 
somebody s hand. Make this 
world a better place if you 


‘can....'Thus begins one of 


those wonderful message 
songs by the dymanic and 
soulful team Ashford and 
Simpson. Reach out and 
touch...too bad we don't do 
that. I mean really reach out 
and touch 

I have talked about a few of 
the aspects of Black life in this 
column, but I haven't talked 
directly to the Black peopie on 
this campus. Black folks know 
about ghettos, they have ex- 
perienced inflation all their 
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life. and they have seen or 
been the victim of poverty 
But what do we know about 
each other: Black folks and 
more Black foiks? It is a disap- 
pointed Black woman that 
writes this colurnn today 

Black folks, have you let 
your college education go to 
your head? Instead of being an 
Uncle Tom, are you something 
much worse, a bourgeoisie 
nigger? How much effort does 
it take to smile or even say 
hello to the other brothers and 
sisters? Or are you too hung up 
trying to be a fashion plate at 
the Black table in the 
cafeteria? 

There is something really 
strange about Black tables in 
the schools. There was a Black 
table in my high school 
cafeteria even though there 
were only nine Blacks in the 
whole school. There was a 
Black table at junior college 
and there is a Black table 
here. 

My first semester, I 
decided to sit at the Black 
table so that I could make 
some life long Black friends. It 
took me three weeks to get up 
enough courage to casually 
walk over and sit down at the 
special table. I dressed neatly, 
coliegiately, and wore my best 
friend-making smile. What 
happened? Not one person 
returned my smile. When I 


attempted to make conver- 
sation the students responded 
with quick, abrupt answers as 
if I had the plague or bad 
breath 

Th semester, I took a 
silent survey. Some days | 
would dress very nice and 
wear my contacts. On those 
days, I would walk across the 
campus smiling or saying 
hello to all the Black students 
who crossed my path. The 
results: three out of eight 
Black women spoke or smiled, 
six out of eight Black men 
returned my greeting. On 
another day, when I wore 
jeans and my glasses, only | 
out of 15 Black women res- 
ponded and none of the 18 
Black men had anything to 
say 

Black folks, this is a 
pathetic situation. It does not 
matter how many fancy words 
we learn or how many degrees 
we eam, NEVER forget 
where you came from. If you 
were born Black, you will die 
Black. Remember the ghet- 
tos, the junkies, the little 
Black babies, the prostitutes 
and the poverty. What ever job 
you get—remember that 
Biack people are your people. 
Respect them and you respect 
yourself. Deny them and you 
deny yourself.
